The naming cere- 
mony, for instance,. was said by. one wit- 
nes .to have taken place in one room, 
by another witness the worshipping was 
alleged to have beon carried on in an- 
‘other apartment, and by a third witness 
the ceremonial was stated to have been 
“gone through in firat the one room. ani 
then in’ the other. Now, as his Lord- 
hip the-Acting Puisne-Judgo remarked 
these and similar details were not very 
important in themselves ;. but they cer-| 
tainly had their effect—drawn out, aa 
| they were, in crossexamination by the 
Court—in establishing a doubt on the 
“minds of the Jury as to the guilt°of the 
|aceused. Limited, therefore, as the Jury 
were, to. the simple averment that the 
ptisoner was ‘present at the naming of 
the child, while she had sworn that she 
was not present. at that ceremony; and 
evidently influenced, as they must have 
been, by the importance attached by the 
learned Judge to the inaccuracies in de- 
tail mentioned, the..Jury returned a 
verdict of “ not guilty,” and the prisoner 
was discharged. 1 must. be admitted 
that the Judge's charge to'the- Jury was 
fairly impartial, especially as the prisoner 
was undefended ; but the conviction in- 
the minds of those who heard the case 
will remain. that, owing to a peculiar 
combination of ~circumatances, Justice 
in this case has: somewhat missed its 
mark, The consolation remains that, 
to convict for perjury, a reasonable cer- 
tainty must be established in the minds 
of the Jury; and if that reasonable 
certainty is not attained in some cases 
where guilt is present, i¢ ought invari- 
ably, when wisely weighed, to exclude 
the possibility of an innocent person 
suffering wrongfally, _ . 
There are probably few people in the 
world who could aver that they were 
never .guilty of an inaccuracy: it is 
merely an illustration of the fallibility of 
human nature, But what is to be done 
with the Chinese display of this faculty, 
‘and how it is tobe distinguished from 
the lie malignant or the corrupt false 
statement knowingly made on oath, are 
questions which have apparently still to 
be grappled with in our dealings with 
the native community. Our belief is 
fast becoming a conviction—and the 
Judge said nearly as much to-day to 
the Jury—that an average Chinaman 
cannot give what is regarded by our Courts 
to be an absolutely correct, detailed 
account of. anything, except sums in 
arithmetic. ‘Leave out the considera- 
tion that’ .."representative Chinaman 
doea not possess a very high notion of. 
truth : he is, we contend, imecapable of 
being accurate, even when motives for 
falsehood aro nof-presont, It, therefore, 
becomes a question whether:the system 
ig a safe one which measures such truth 
and falsehood, accuracy and inaccuracy, 
according to Western notions, We do 
not suppose that.the ‘present generation 
will see any material change in existing 
methods ; but it is not encouraging to 
observe. the efforts now being made to 
purify witnesses discouraged by the very.

case who was guilty of one of those un- 
necessary and purposeless inaécuracies 
which invariably run through nearly 
every statement made by Chinese, It 
is, however, somewhat startling to find 
that so inveterate is this habit of being 
‘inaccurate that it is almost impossible to 
obtain a conviction in cases where more 
deliberate. liars are arraigned for the 
crime which, according to local statutes, 
amounts to perjury. The case tried to- 
day in Criminal Session, in which the 
Chinese woman Chong Amui was indict- 
ed (at the suggestion of the Chief Jus- 
tice) for falsely swearing that she was 
not present at the naming ceremony of 
her son’s child, has created considerable 
interest ; and the remarkable. vordict 
arrived at by the Jury who heard the 
evidence is not calculated to lessen 
the interest which otherwise surrounds 
it. There were several curious fea- 
tures in the trial referred to which 
must strike the careful observer, if they 
have failed to make any strong im- 
pression upon the minda of the Jury, 
The demeanour of the Interpreter (Mr 
Rozario),. upon whose evidence the 
géveral averments of the information 
mainly rested, was.a psychological study. 
Although that gentleman, whose power 
of memory has. more than once been 
lauded by the Chief Justice, and who for 
a nameless number of years has been en- 
gaged in interpretorial work, had given 
apparently satisfactory evidence in’ the 
game cause at the Police Court say thres 
weeks ago, he could remember nothing.

THE ‘* ADAM M. SIMPSON ” AGAIN. 


Carl Dehl, P ter Ronne, Charles, Nelson, 
Tobiaa Ulson, Edward Atkin “George 
Thomas Smith, Allan McPhee, John 
Bruce, and James Sutherland, seamen of 
the American ship Adam M. *imp3m, were 
charged with having deserted trom their 
ship on the 19ch inst.

us he would do nothing in the matter. 
About three days after our arrival in this 
harbour, three of us came ashore and com- 
plained to the Consul of bad treatment and 
asked to be discharged. Our request was 
not granted, as the Conaul said he could 
not do 8a, unless we could pay, 4 month’s 
board in advance.
